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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-7,13-21,27 and 28 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Scholder et al. (US 5,452,184). 

Regarding claims 1 and 15, Scholder et al. discloses an electronic device in Fig. 
7, comprising: 

a main board 40; 

a shield 38 having a first opening and a second opening; and 
a supporting seat 10 including a first engaging portion 30, a second engaging 
portion 35 and a third engaging portion 46, connected to the shield by the first and 
second engaging portions, and supporting the main board by the third engaging portion, 
wherein the first engaging portion 30 connects to multiple openings including the 
first opening to prevent the supporting seat from moving along the X and Z axes, the 
second engaging portion 35 connects to multiple openings including the second 
opening to prevent the supporting seat from moving along the Y axis, and the X, Y, and 
Z axes are perpendicular to each other. 
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Regarding claims 2 and 16, the supporting seat 10 further comprises a flat body 
by which the first engaging portion 30 is extended and the second engaging portion 35 
is disposed thereon. 

Regarding claims 3 and 17, the third engaging portion 46 is disposed on the 

body. 

Regarding claims 4 and 18, the supporting seat 10 further comprises a release 
member disposed on the body to release the supporting seat and the shield. 

Regarding claims 5,6,19 and 20, Scholder et al. discloses that it is known in the 
art for the third engaging portion to be a threaded hole and the main board has a 
through hole, a screw passes through the through hole and engages the threaded hole 
to connect the main board and the supporting seat, the third portion engaging the 
through hole of the main board (col. 3, lines 4-6). 

Regarding claims 7 and 21, the third engaging portion 46 is L-shaped. 

Regarding claims 13 and 27, a portion 18 of the supporting seat is composed of 

metal. 

Regarding claims 14 and 28, the supporting seat 10 is composed of plastic and 
the electronic device further comprises a metal component 18 to cover the supporting 
seat.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 8-12 and 22-26 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claims 8-12 and 22-26 are allowable because the prior art alone or in 
combination does not teach or fairly suggest a fastening apparatus comprising a fixing 
assembly disposed on the shield, wherein the supporting seat is to prevent the main 
board from moving along the X and Z axes and the fixing assembly is to prevent the 
main board from moving along the Y axis, taken in combination with the other claimed 
features. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Andre et al., Sugiura et al., Petri, Austin, Jo, and Chen et al. 
show electronic devices having supporting seats for connecting a PC board and a 
shield.
